This and Other Septembers 


Nemesis seems to have finally fol- 
lowed the 1934 crop to the Peace. 
Twenty-one consecutive days from 
September 7 to date of writing on 
the 27th, inclusive, br:vght precipita- 
tion on eighteen, oialling nearly 
three and a quarter inches at Beaver- 
lodge and considerably more at cer- 
tain other points. Climaxing all were 
several sharp frosts, with two or three 
days of freezing weather. The Sub- 
station's lowest register for the period 
in question was 17.3° F. on the hill 
and 15° in the adjacent slough. Bal- 
donnel, B.C., reported 13° F. On the 
afternoon of Saturday, 22nd, many

turned to snow, with the mercury | 


finding 30° F. at 2 p.m. and 16° F. 
that night. But all the grain had been 
safely harvested and though mangel 
crowns were spoiled for keeping, the 
deeper-set roots escaped much harm. 
It thawed, at least, by day. Nineteen- 
twenty was the second-worst Septem- 
ber for perseverant precipitation, but 
there were seven dry days in a three- 
week period that furnished only three 
this year, and the month's total was 
only 1.29 inches. 

Twenty-six and twenty-seven were 
trying enough, too. In 1920 there 
were vexatious delays in threshing 
until the middle of October, but then, 
for the next three weeks, separators 
hummed steadily to a happy conclu- 
sion despite lowering clouds day by 
day. For sheer precipitation, Septem- 
ber, 1929, took the cake, dropping 25 
inches of snow in two days and aggre- 
gating 4.89 inches moisture for the 
month. In 1930, again the ninth 
month of the twelve brought 2.39 
inches of aqueous refreshment for the 
soil and crops. 

Yea, there have been plenty of test- 
ing times, but thus far man’s per- 
serverance has prevailed over the 
weatherman’s, May it prove so again,

Poplars for Street Planting; Taking 
Cuttings, Etc. 

A Peace River town, thinking of 
using Russian poplar for street plant- 
ing solicited advice. In the reply 
drafted preference was expressed for 
balm of gilead and Northwestern 
poplar as quick-growing trees, either

than two species on any one street, 
viz, & quick-grower and ai slower 
grower = interplanted, Northwestern 
poplar was preferred to balm except 
on the score of cost, saplings of the 
latter being locally obtainable. The 
balm, of course, is prone to sucker, 
though in our own experience § this 
habit was largely controlled fér a 
time, at least, by keeping an area 
deeply dug around each specimen, 
thereby forcing the branch roots 
downward, 

The answer was submitted to Nor- 
man M. Ross, Chief of Tree Planting 
Division, Indian Head, Sask., who was 
especially interrogated about the tak- 
ing and preservation of cuttings. Mr. 
Ross comments thus: 

“I would prefer to take Russian- 
poplar cuttings in the spring, but one 
must be sure the material from which 
the cuttings are made has not been 
injured at all during t.o winter. The 
cuttings can be made in the autumn 
after the wood is well matured. We 
make all our cuttings in the fall as a 
matter of convenience, They are tied 
in bunches of 25 and heeled in for 
the winter with a covering of at least 
4 inches of soil over the tops. 

“If growing this stock on for street 
planting, I would set ‘hese cuttings 
about three feet apart in rows suit- 
ably spaced and would grow them on 
for at least two years, pruning up as 
required. One must be careful, how- 
ever in pruning Russian poplar to 
avoid as far as possible infection from 
the poplar canker, The disease seems 
to get into the tissues very easily 
through any injury or cut on the bark, 
consequently when pruning is done, 
even only small twigs, we would sug- 
gest covering the wound at once with 
a strong solution of formalin and then 
probably painting it over with some 


; good lead paint, 


“IT should think that properly grown 
plants at two years old would be 
large enough for street planting. 

“I do not know how the Northwest 
poplar does with you, but from what 
I have seen of it I would rather prefer 
this for street planting te the Russian 
poplars,”

Russian Laurel Willow Hedge; 
Protecting Roses 

1. We were over at the Substation 
about two weeks ago and noticed a 
very fine dark green hedge, rather a 
shiny look on the leaves.

2. The Substation's favorite method 
of protecting tender rose bushes for 
the winter is tu cut back the top to 
about eight or ten inches from the 
ground, then mound completely out of 
sight with earth and above this strew 
straw, brush or some other Litter to 
catch and hold snow. A box may be 
inverted over the mound and it in 
turn covered with straw or litter. 


It is important before cutting back 
the roses as suggested to know the 
kind one is dealing with, Some roses, 
such as the Rugosa hybrids, gthe 
Scotch briar, Austiian briar, etc., 
bloom on old wood and if cut back 
severely will give little bloom for a 
year or two, but the hybrid teas and 
the hybrid perpetuals bloom on new 
wood and require cutting back in 
order to stimulate the growth of it. 
The familiar suitable kinds are listed 
in a bulletin “Hardy Roses, Their 
Culture in Canada,” available through 
the Publications Branch, Department 
of Agriculture, Ottawa, Ont.

The Gorgeous Mcuntain Ash

An Imitation Boe 

Some time ago a round, dark- 
brownish larva was sent in for identi- 
fication, It was about three-quarters 
of an inch long, with a tail-like pro- 
trusion off one end almost an inch in 
length, The specimen was forwarded 
to KB. H. Strickland, Professor of En- 
tomology, University of Alberta, who 
replied that it was the larval stage of 
a hover fly, about which he recalled 
an age-old lewend 

This fiy is a perfect mimic of the 
honey bee and is known as the drone 
fly. It breeds almost exclusively in 
water containing a high percentage of 
decaying organic matter, Since, par- 
ticularly in days gone by, the species 
bred to some extent in decaying car- 
casses, the myth arose to the effect 
that dead cattle gave rise to bees, 
This was the whole basis of the 
sacred ox of the Greeks, who realized 
that bees were necessary for fer- 
tilizing flowers, that the sun was 
necessary for fruit, and thus the ox 
was the impersonation of the sun be- 
cause its decaying carcass produced 
the all-necessary bees. L.M.G 


Competition Very 
Keen In Maple 
Leaf Contest 


Canadians are maple leaf minded, | 


Magnificent autumn leaves, tinted 
with all the flaming colors of early 
fall are being received in ever increas- 
ing numhbers for judging in the nation- 
wide competition being conducted by 
the Canadian National and Canadian 
Pacific railways. This year’s com- 
petition for the most beautiful maple 
leaf, and for the largest leaf, is going 
to be exceptionally keen, according to 
reports from the railway officials in 
charge. Hundreds of beautiful leaves 
have already been received from ap- 
preciative nature lovers in the prov- 
inces of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
Quebec and Ontario, while leaves 
from the prairie provinces and British 
Columbia are beginning to put in an 
appearance, More than '10,000 leaves 
were received in the first competition 
held last fall, and this year present 
indications lead those concerned to the 
opinion that the total will be far more 
than twice that numper, 

With the sweeping ridges of maple 
trees already showing splendid vistas 
of color, and with an ever-increasing 
number of people making it a point of 
enjoying fall outings in the country- 
side, those in charge are making 
preparations for a deluge of speci- 
mens from now until the competition 
closes on October 15, when judges 
from the Royal Canadian Academy 


The first prize for the most beautiful 
leaf in all Canada will be $50, the 
second prize $20, and the third prize 
$10, The first prize for the largest 
leaf is $15, and the second prize $5. 

Ten distinct types of maple trees 
are found in Canada, including the 
red, sugar, silver, mountain, striped, 
black, Manitoba, broad-leaved, vine 
and dwarf, It is not difficult to dis- 
tinguish between them. The seed 
wings of the silver maple are more 
widespread and the leaf more sharply 
indented than the sugar maple, al- 
though both have a high sugar con- 
tent in the sap, The _ broad-leaved 
maple leaf is generally the type drawn 
by every school boy. It has five 
prominent lobes and is more deeply 
notched than the leaf of the sugar 
maple. The leaf of the striped maple 
is entirely without the lower lobes, 
that of, the red maple with faint evi- 
dence of them, and the mountain 
maple with slightly more pronounced 
lobes. In these leaves there are three 
main veins running to the upper lobes, 
with no lower lobe veining in the 
striped maple, and slight indication in 
the red and mountain species. The 
leaves of the red and dwarf maples 
are often hard to distinguish, The 
lateral lobes of the latter are generally 
more prominent with a greater ten- 
dency to broadening. The leaf of the 
vine maple is much rounder, with 
seven main veins in the leaf. Many 
consider the silver maple leaf the 
finest in outline of all the maples in 
Canada, but the red maple in autumn 
the finest in coloring. 

The habitat of the mountain maple 
is that area from the northern point 
of Lake Winnipeg to Gaspe and south.

A Statement by the Prime Minister of Canada

2. National Economy 


The debt conversion programme, in the second place, is 
providing substantial savings in public interest charges.

Modern Art: The Men, the Move- 

ment, and the Meaning, by Thomas 
Craven, 

Here is a book that deals with 


Modern Art in all its phases; in terms 
of the personalities who have made it, 
and of the colorful background against 
which they worked. 

The first part of the book tells the 
life stories of such men as Van Gogh, 
Gauguin, Matisse, Picasso, Modigliani, 
and Grocz; the complexes, circum- 
stances, and the turn of mind that led 
them to the forms and expressions 
that characterize their work. The 
second part of the book deals with 
the American painters, such men as 
Frank Lioyd Wright, George Grey 
Barnard, and the two Mexicans, 
Rivera and Orozco. Mr, Craven be- 
lieves that in America there lies the 
core of a magnificent tradition, and 
he strongly advises the American 
artist and art lover to break away 
from the Paris Salon and the jabber 
of the continental critics. 

Writing of such cults as Cubism, 
Impressionism, Expressionism, and the 
other “isms” that are classified as 


c.-B. 


Modern Art, the author gives a mean- 
ing and a reason for things that to 
the laymen are but a conglomeration 
of forms and colors. He describes the 
movement in the following words: 


“The Great Modernist Movement 
has come and gone, It went over in 
a remarkably short time; it was in- 
teresting, exciting, salutary. Person- 
ally, 
its ingenious combinations and abs- 
tract relationships—far more interest- 
ing than anything produced 
mechanical imitation; they are, at 
least, a beginning, the first step to- 
ward the making of new things. It 
was popular with artists because it 
was primarily addressed 
for their advancement and eddifica- 
tion, Purged of all disturbing reali- 


ties, it was also popular with certain 
To many artists, 


groups of lay people. 
the passing of Modernism is a calam- 
ity. Rob them of their cubes and 


cones, and their pretty theories, and 


they become nonentities.” 

Matisse, himself a Modernist, de- 
scribes the Movement as “an escape 
from reality.”

THE TEACHER'S FAMILY 
(India’s Ancient Universities) 


In the construction of his ideal 
republic, Plato attached the highest 
importance to the system of education 
that was to prevail there. And the 
modern revolutions in Russia, Turkey, 
Italy, Germany, and elsewhere are 
being consolidated by evolving new 
systems of education which incor- 
porate the ideals of their leaders, 

The whole world is in a state of 
flux today. Nothing seems permanent 
and even the most cherished ideals of 
nations are fast changing. The world 
is groping in the dark in search of 
some ideal that will promise peace and 
stability. Let us see if ancient India 


has something. to offer towards the 
solution of our present problems; let 
us examine its Gurukulas or the 


national universities and the ideals of 
education incorporated in them. 

Gurukulas is a Sanskrit word mean- 
ing “The Teacher's © Family.” In 
ancient India, children, both male and 
female, when about five years of age, 
and always before they were eight, 
left their parents’ roof and went to 
reside with the Guru, the Teacher, for 
the length of their student life, only 
visiting their parents on rare occa- 
sions. As the student life forms the 
most important and plastic period of 
a man’s life, it had to be passed under 
the constant guidance and vigilance of 
an expert teacher. All parents could 
not be expected to have the necessary 
skill and leisure, 

The Guru usually was an_ elderly 
man who had renounced the world and 


had devoted his whole life to the 
quest of Truth and Knowledge, He 
did not charge any fees for his 


service, which was rendered as a mat- 
ter of duty towards his Shishshyas or 
“adopted children.” He and his pupils 
formed a huge family and subsisted 
entirely on public charity. This idea 
was to bring vividly to the mind of 
the student that he had been brought 


up at public expense and so he must 
serve society throughout his life, 

In the Gurukula, all children, rich 
or poor, were ‘treated on a footing of 
equality. All differences were levelled 
and the only rivalry permitted was the 
rivalry of intellect, intelligence, in- 
dustry, service, physical strength and 
moral character. The feeling of 
fellowship and brotherhood here ac- 
quired persisted throughout life. The 
rich later did not feel conceited of 
their wealth, nor did the poor feel 
ashamed of their poverty. 

The Gurukula attached special care 
to its location, It was generally situ- 
ated in solitude, on the banks of a 
river, far from the line and bustle of 
cities, and amidst beautiful natural 
scenery. The children learnt are first 
hand from Mother Nature, which 
brought out all their latent artistic 
and poetic faculties. Besides, such 
surroundings shielded them from per- 
nicious influences, and helped both 
their physical and spiritual growth. 

The children of the Gurukulas were 
called Brahmacharis, which lterally 
means “men in quest of Truth,” 
Truth, according to the Indian philoso- 
phers, can only be attained after 
complete mastery over the senses and 
complete non-attachment to worldly 
objects. Special stress, therefore, was 
laid on self-control, and especially on 
eelebacy. Co-education was absolutely 
forbidden. The course of study for a 
boy lasted until his 24th year of life, 
and for a girl until her 16th year. 
After this they could go home and 
marry and had the next stage of their 


lives, that of the householder and 
citizen.
